The House was in continuous ses- 
sion from Thursday morning until 
11.30 on Friday night with intervals 
only for lunch and dinner. The sub- 
ject under discussion was the Grand 
Trunk Pacific railway resolutions, 
which were being censidered in com- 
mittee of the whole after the second 
reading. Jn the absence of the oppo- 
sition leader through illness, some of 
the less responsible amongst his fol- 
lowers decided upon a policy of ab- 
struction, which is very possible dur- 
ing committee proceedings, there be- 
ing no limit to the number of times 
a member may speak. It is difficult 
to say upon what point the opposition 
rested their case for obstruction, for 
the reason that they were not united 
in anything except the desire to ob- 
struct. Whiie the government 
wouid have been relieved from respon- 
sibility in the matter by adjourning 
the House at the usual time on Thurs- 
day night, it was felt desirable to de- 
monstrate to the country where the 
fault lay for the unjustifiable delays 
which have occurred in the transac- 
tion of businéys during present ses- 
sion, They, therefore, declined to ad- 
journ the House until the opposition 
bad consented to the passage of one 


ot more sections of the: bill. This | 


the opposition would not consent 
to and the House sat continuously 
until 11.36 on Friday night. The 
week’s work of the House is consider- 
ed to end at midnight on Friday, but 
on this occasion for a time it looked 
as though the session would be con- 
tinued untin Saturday at midnight. 
However as i2 o’clock of Friday ap- 
proached, the few remaining members 
of the opposition began to get uneasy 
and finalJy Mr. Monk, French ieaaer, 
in the absence of Mr. Borden, offered 
to compromise by letting a pumber of 
the sections of the bill pass, provided 
the government would postpone fur- 
ther consideration until Monday, the 
14th by which time it was expected 
that Mr. Borden would be in his 
piace. Having permitted the opposi- 
tion to demonstrate their policy of 
unreasoning obstruction, and out of 
eeusideration for the opposition lead- 
er, this was consented to. The sec- 
tions were carried and the House ad- 
journed. 

It 18 now considerably over a month 
since the Grand Lrunk Pacific propo- 
sais have come formaliy before tbe 
House. They had alireaay been be- 
fore the public tor scviral weeks, so 
that there 3s no reasonable charge of 
au attempt at undue haste in pushing 
it through tne House. After the 
resolutious were introduced there 
was a, postponement of further dis- 
cussion for ten days at the request of 
the leader of the opposition. Theo 
followed an upiestrictea debate on 
the second reaamg of the resolutions, 
and now after three days of obstruc- 
tion by the opposition; at their re- 
quest there is umother posiponement 
of consideration for a week If this 
ebstruction and delay were based on 
any definite argument, or were made 
im support of any fixea policy it might 
be justifiable; bul it is not so. The 
only point upon which the members 
of the oppositien are united | is in 
their desire to obstruct, and their 
willingness to lose (heir own time and 
apend the country’s money in doing so. 
The principle reason for desiring the 
presence oi the ieader of the opposi- 
tion is that his presence wouid give 
a measure of cohesion amongst his fol- 
lowers which is entirely aosent at 
present. Not that his alternative 
railway proposition raceives their ap- 
proval, but his presence would enable 
them to conceal the diversity of their 
several opinions. 

It is said, however, that the real 
reason of the irrespopsibie obstruc- 
tion which has been so prominent a 
feature cf the present session, is that 
the opposition hopes by delaying the 
business of parliament and unduly ex- 
tending the session, to prevent the 
bringing on of a general election this 
fall. Why they particularly expect 
a general election it is bard to say. 


Or if one is coming what the object 
is in spending unnecessary time in 

jiament, which, as far as the per- 
sonal interests of the members is con- 


| 


closure. This was rendered necessary 
by the determined action of a small 
body of men contending for a fixed 
principle. But it seems as though in

Editor Bulletin - 

In the August 28th issue of the Bul- 
‘tetin, Mr. Frank Oliver is qucted as 
‘w*y'mE among other things in regard 
te his supporting the arrangement 
with the Grand Trunk Pacific: 

“If we cannot get what we want, 
the neat best thing is to get what we 
an, on the best terms we can.” 

What we want and what we need 
sre two very different things. I 
would like to ask Mr. Oliver through 
the Bolletin, what is his epinion of 
the Grand Trunk Pacifis arrangement 
as understood at present, as affecting 
the majority of bis constituents; if 
‘the cost to them will or will not be 
as much as the benefit to be derived ? 
While we need a competing line of 
railway, it has to be paid for, and 
who pays for it? The government, 
ef course. Who pays the government 
and how? Are we to be called upon 
te pay for a Tine from ocean to ocean, 
when we, the people of Canada, have 
the Intercolonial on our hands at a 
eost of ever seventy million dollars 
and a net deficit of over five million 
@ollars since it began operation ; $140,- 
600 a year for 99 years for terminal 
privileges to the Grand Trunk, total- 
img nearly nivety million dollars that 
the I. C. R. costs the people of Can- 
“a@a. And are we to be asked to help 
build a line paralleling this road, and 
az it were knock it on the head. 

What the farmers of this western 
wountry asked for at different meet- 
mgs last winter was for the extension 
of the I. C. R. to the wheat fields of 
the west at the earlicst possible mo- 
ament. Does the government imagine 
they are going to build the Grand 
Trunk Pacifi¢e from the Atlantic coast 
to where the need for it is, as soon as 
they could extend the I. C.R. and at 
as little cost to the country, and the 
eountry derive any more benefit? R=- 
garding this new hne, part of it zov- 
ernment built and part government 
aided ; and as one writer very proper- 
fy asks, “Is not the present railway 
proposal a combination of the disad- 
wantages of both systems, an enter- 
prise in which the government in- 
wolves itself for the first cost; while 
gt contracts itself in advance out of 
ownership and control.” If the Grand 
Trunk Pacific is expected to have such 
2 paying business right irom the start, 
as according to Hon. Clifford Sifton’s 
speech in defence of the scheme, why 
mot let the Grand Trunk Pacific build 
and pay for its own road’ Why the 
anxiety of the members of the gov- 
ernment to go about the thing in such 
baste * it looks to me as if they ex- 
pect some personal gain by hurrying 
at along. If, as is reported, $2,000,- 


' B00 is promised to buy up constitu- 


encies if the scheme goes through, 
where will that two million dollars 
come from in the end and 100 or 200 
cents along with every dollar? A 
great deai of it, I am thinking, will 
have to come out of the farmers of 
Alberta; and not only this generation, 
but generations following will be 
called upon to pay it back. If the 
government are selling the people’s 
power and jending their influence to 
this scheme for political ends or any 
other ends except the best interests 
of the country, and expect the people 
to sanction the scheme, I think they 
will get their reward if others occu- 
py the seats they are now filling. I 
hope I am wrong in my opinions, but 
from all the information at hand, it 
would seem as if they were in for 
gain for themselves at the expense of 
the country. If, as Mr. Oliver says, 
the one weakness in Mr. Blair’s speech 
was that he proved too much; would 
it not have been better for the major- 
ity of those Mr. Oliver represents, 
bad be not supported the Grand 
Trunk Pacific scheme. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier makes the total 
liabilities of this government built, 
and government owned road twelve 
million dollars; Mr. Blair, one hun- 
dred and twenty million dollars; and 
I would be inclined to favor the esti- 
mate of Mr. Blair. Take this one 
hundred and twenty miilion dollars 
slong with the ninety willion dollars 
cost of the 1. C. R., and this pro- 
moised two million dollars for buying 
constituencies, and we have a total of 
$212,000,000, what the people of Can- 
ada have to pay- Mr. Biair proved 
that mo agrecment with a railway 
company can be made binding upon 
it. All we have to do to sev 
that was no hard task, is to consider 
a clause in the agreement with the 
c.P.R. Now while I think Mr. Oli- 
ver has represented bis constituency 
well, exeeedingly well, and when he 
gays the lot of # member of parlia- 
ment 1 not easy, ] tnink most of a 
can understand this to be quite true ;

y, if a company provides the 
means to build the railway they look 
to those who use the railway to repay 
them and give them a profit over and 
above the cost and interest thereon. 
If the country builds the railway it 
may charge cost and profit to the 
user or it may forgive the cost and 
profit, or indeed operate at a loss, as 
in the case of the Intercolonial. 

It is a fair proposition that those 
who use the railway should pay for it, 
but it ig mot fair that they should 
pay more than interest on its cost. 
The experience of Canada is that 
where railroads are owned by com- 
panies the users have to pay interest 
on a great deal more than the cost of 
the roads; and in‘the case of roads 
owned and operated by the govern- 
ment, the country has to make up 
losses in operation and forgive the in- 
terest on cost. This latter is a 
good arrangement for the taxpayers 
at large; and as the taxpayers at 
large have the say, the evidence is 
that they are not in favor of extend- 
ing that principle to a transcontinen- 
tal railway. 

If we in the west want a competing 
railway, as the public mind of Canada 
is today we can only hope to get it 
on the basis of its being paid for by 
those who use it. In the present 
transcontinental railway scheme the 
country at large gives certain assis- 
tanoe towards the construction of the 
railway upon which it gets no direct 
return. This assistance is, estimated 
at from twelve to fifteen millions of 
dollars. Outside of that amount, 
under the agreement with the Grand 
Trunk Pacific company, those who 
use the road will have to pay three 
per cent interest on its cost, but will 
not bave to pay on more than cost; 
making it the duty of the government 
to keep the rates down to that level. 

In case the company defaulis in its 
agreement, that is to say, in case it 
fails to relieve the nationa' treasury 
from any part of the interest on 
cost, beyond the amount at first con- 
tributed by the government, the gov- 
ernment becomes absolute owner of 
the road and rolling stock. If the 
present arrangement works out it 
will be better and fairer all around 
than if the government built and 
operated the road. But if it docs not 
work out then the government will 
become the absolute owners of the 
whole road and be charged with its 
operation; and will become owner at 
a price less than actual cost. It would 
be better for the people in the west 
if the road were built throughout by 
the government and they were =et 
required to pay interest on the cost ; 
but it would be hard to get the tax 
paying population of the east to con- 
sent to the railway on those terms. 

As for the cost to the people of the 
west, they get a competing railway 
without special charge upon them 
while the people of eastern Canada 
pay their share of the cost. without 
getting an equal direct benefit. The 
people of Western Canada can well af- 
ford their share of the twelve to fif- 
teen millions of actual outlay for the 
sake of the benefits to be received. 

It will be noted that neither from 
the government nor from the opposi- 
tion has come a proposition to build a 
line through the Northwest as a gov- 
ernment work, therefore, if we want 
a competing railway we must take it 
under company ownership. The terms 
of the Grand Truvk Pacific arrange- 
ments asks Jess of the western settler 
and protects bis interests to a great- 
er degree than any other railway 
proposition that has ever before been 
offered the peopie of any part of 
Canada. acest
